First $5000 Appropriation Revert- 


ed to General Fund But Same 
Amount Has Again Been Set 
Aside as ''Nest-egg"-Present 
Site Too Par From City Center 


Many citizens, who follow more or less closely the actions of 


the city council have been wondering what has become of the pro- 
ject to remodel the present city hall or build a new oiie. 


It will be remembered that $3,000 was appropriated by the 


council lor a new or remodeled city hall last fall "and the matter 
•was left with the board of control, composed \>i the mayor 
and 


service and safety directors. 


It seems that the board failed to take any action in regard to 


the matter and consequently the appropriation reverted back to 
the general fund. 


When, the appropriation ordinance for the first half of 1913 


was passed, $5,OOU was included lor the same purpose, and it is 
now thought that some action will be taken as two members of the 
board of control have signified that they are in favor 01 the move- 
ment. 


"Wliile the amount appropriated would not be enough to erect 


a new building or make extensive changes in the present one, a 
similar amount could again be appropriated for the last six months j 
in 1913 and thus a total of $10,000 would mean that something 
fairlv substantial could be done. 


Mayor Opposes? 


As the matter stands 
at the 


present time it is understood that 
Mayor Gassinghara is not very 
strongly in favor of expending 
the money in this way, although 
it seems to be the general opinion 
among business maa along Main 
street that the present structure 
is a disgrace to an otherwise pro-! 
gressive city.

To Employe Architect 


Wliile the lack of action after 


the' appropriation, "vras made, was 
not viewed with aproval by the 
conncil they did not place the 
blame on anj-one in particular 
but it is thought that speedy ac- 
tion will be required now that 
the amount has bee re-appropriat- 
ed. 


One member of council stated 


that an architect would be con- 
sulted in -the near future so that 
a definite idea could be obtained 
as to just what can be done. 


A Central Site 


In the event a new- building is 


-erected, the present site will hard- 
ly be nsed as much objection is 
anticipated on account of the fact 
that the location is far from a 
central one. With the growth of 
the city in the past ten years, if 
is generally- conceded that a new 


eitj- hall should be built east of 
the Pennsylvania railway.
